By building it in 
this style amuch larger number of 
workmen can be employed simultane— 
ously. The debris of the wreck caused 
by the falling of the truss on Friday 
evening, has a!l been clearec away, and 
the work of reconstruction commenced. 
Two gangs of men are employed alter- 
nately between the hours of four in the 
morning, and eis ht in the evening, and 
ina few days or as soon as gas lights 
can be brought in requisition, a night 
gang will be added. The contractors 
are under heavy bonds to have their 
work finished at the time specified, and 
they do not for a moment doubt their 
ability to perform their obligazion. The

|The Accident to the Peace Jubilee 
Coliseum, at Boston. 

We publish below an account, taken 
from the New York Zderald, of the re- 
cent accident to the Peace Jubilee Col- 
iseum, at Boston : 

Fate and the elements seem to have 
combine t against the international mu- 
sical festival which was projected’, and 
somewhat advaaced,by the irrepressible 
Gilmore, of Peace jubilee fame. The 
mammoth Coliseum, in which the great

had within a few days begun to assume 
a definite shape sufficient to warrant 
completion in season for the great event, 
has to night been reduced to a conglo- 
merated mass of debris and ruins. The 
destroying clement was wind, and not 
fire, and as the prostration of the struc- 
ture was reserved until about half-past 
eight o'clock, the twenty-five hundred 
workmen usually employed on the pre- 
mises had gone to their homes, and 
therefore a creat human slaughter was 
prevented. 

The gale, ifsuch it may be termed, 
did not seem severe Inthe city, but in 
the neighborhood of the tated Coliseum 
it hada fnll sweep, from not only the 
Charles River, but from a vast space of 
country on the other side, and was 
therefore very severe. The structure, as 
far as it had progressed was in just that 
condition to receive the full brunt of a 
gale, ant at -his time it is fair to pre- 
sume that itis no fault of the archi 
tects or builders that it yielded. Only 
one of the large trusses had been ceree- 
ted,and this was the largest and the one 
supporting the roof at the main end 
and entrance of the structure. On cith 
er corner, at this end, were luge* tow- 
ers designed to be Gothicly ornamen— 
tal rather than useful. These were al- 
most wholly completed, and the entire 
front or end of the whole coliseum. was 
all boarded_over, and not a small por- 
tion of the roof had also been finished. 
Bone idea of the gigantic propo rtions 
of the truss may be formed when it is 
stated that it is about five hundred feet 
in length semi-circular in shape and 
about two hundred fect high jn the 
centre. The expense of building and 
raising this single truss alone, was about 
five thonsard dollars, and was regurded’ 
as the most troublesome and tardy work 
that there would be on the whole 
building. Its weight was about forty 
tons, and wien it fell, it not only ruined 
itself, Lut also destroyed other and 
equally valuable frame-work in the 
vicinity. Oaly a few watchmen were 
on the ground at the moment the struc. 
ture tumbied, and its violent swaying 
under the force of the destroying breeze 
warned them of possible danger, The
